I wee given a lettar direoted to you from General President 
Hoffa bearing data of December 31, 1958 to relate to you what I 
had dona to help thia woman. 

Aa you reoall ahe came in to aee me as a private attorney be- 
oauaa aomaone had adviaed her that, I would be fair with her and also 
that ainoe I repreaented the Teamutere and her husband was a Teamster 
aambar that thia would ba her final ohanoe. Before coming to see me 
oho nad talked to another Toledo attorney who has represented the 
family for many yearo and alao ahe had an attorney representing her 
in the oriminal oaoo in Indiana. 

She had no money or meane to employ counsel in Toledo and I 
looked into the matter meeting with the other Toledo attorney and dis¬ 
covered that there wao nothing that could be done at this time without 
a trip to Indiana and poeeibly 3 or 4 days work in Indiana to convince 
the judge that hia aantence should be lighter. She gave me a letter 
from her own attorney tailing her that nothing could be done for a new 
trial at thia time and nothing could be done to convince the judge of 
a lighter aantanoa. The law in Indiana is that where you inflict in¬ 
jury during the commission of n felony then life sentence is mandatory. 

man, as you will recall, was in the process of robbing a filling 
station attendant between Toledo and Chicago and hit the attendant 
over the head with the butt of his gun when the filling attendant gave 
him some difficulty. 

The Teamster was getting the money because he had just gambled 
away all of the money whioh he had and as I had told you earlier had 
bean gambling and neglecting his family for some time in addition to 
taking no-nod pills to keep awake while working. As you recall, this 
Teamster had not been a member of Local 20 for several years, since 
he had lost hia job with one of our companies and worked for a company 
out of Chicago. I explained to you the hopelessness of the case to the 
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iact that unless someone would pay the bill for him it would be im¬ 
possible for me to represent the wife or to do very much good. When 
it was discovered he vraa not a member of this local and it was almost 
impossible for me to help her I explained both these factors to her 
and informed her that I oould do nothing for her. After meeting several 
times with her and with her other attorney in Toledo as well as looking 
into the Indiana law I told her I could not help her but did not 
charge her anything for ny time. 

This letter to you is the first I have heard from the case since 
the beginning of December.
